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The Truckee Republican in com- 
menting on the circular recently 
sent. out by the Board of Trade 
Says: 

“The Nevada State Board of 
Trade has addressed the commu- 
nication given below to the various 
Boards of Supervisors of the 
counties bordering on the State of 
Nevada. The larger portion of 
this county is on the west side of 
the mountains and the people of 
that part of the county prebably 
cannot fully appreciate the desires 
expressed in the communication 
and it will doubtless be passed 
over without any action being 
taken on it. Really they would be 
powerless to ronder any assistance. 
The people of this (the 5th) Super- 
visorial district are alone interest- 
ed and they should work out their 
own salvation as best they can 


Yet every year our Board of 


Supervisors appropriate money— 
from $500to $1,000—for the pur- 
pose of making exhibits at the 
fairs and to advertise the section 
of county west of the mountains. 
Such appropriations do not benefit 
the people of the _ eastein 
part of the county and yet 
we have to pay our pfo- 
portion of such expenditures and 
are taxed for it. An equitable 
view of the matter would seem 
to be that aportion of such ap- 
propriations should be spent in 
advertising this section. If we 
should have a local board of trade 
here, whose objects were to co- 
operate with Nevada in promot- 
ing the prosperity of this country, 
we see no reason why it should 
not receive assistance from the 
county as much in proportion to 
the interest invelved, as any other 
portion of the county. 


AN interesting war of words is 
brewing between F.A.Haber of San 
Francisco and the Wine and Spirit 
Gazette of New York over a state- 
ment recently made at a meeting 
of the Grapegrowers’ and Wine- 
makers’ Association. In the course 
of an address before that body Mr. 
Haber said: “In New York every 
week 100,000 gallons of wine are 
made, and net a drop of it from a 
grape.” It is this statement which 
has aroused the ire of the Gazette, 
and has caused it to issue a chal- 
lenge to Mr. Haber to produce the 
proof for his assertion or retract it. 

The San Francisco Post says: 
The challenge is one which Mr. 
Haber will not shrink from. He 
has been too long in the California 
wine business, and understands the 
situation in the East entirely too 
well to be scared out by such ar 
challenge, and from such a source 
as the Wine and Spirit Gazette, 
which is the paid ergan’ of the 
New York Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, many of the members of 
which are interested in the three- 
story brick vineyards which are 
found in the East, 

Mr. Haber has under-estimated, 
if anything, the sale of bogus 
wines in the East. One hundred 
thousand gallons of made »~wine 
each week is five million gallons 
annually, and who will be so bold 
as to say that the bogus wine sales 
do not reach that quantity? Cer- 
tainly the Wine and Spirit Gazette 
has no reom to deny it, inasmuch 
as several of its advertisers offer 
prune juice for sale, which is well 
known as a constituent of fraud- 
ulent wine. 

The Gazette would do well to 
retire from the field early and 
withdraw its challenge before the 
operations of its chief supporters 
are given another systematic ex- 
posure. NotJong ago the Metro-

A NEW ROTARY. 


The Best Yet Seen on the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. 


The Truckee Republican of the 
19th inst. says: A new rotary. snow 
shovel, just from the works at. Pater- 
son, N. J., reached Truckee last Mon- 
day for the Southern Pacific Company. 
Tuesday morning a number of railroad 
officials, including J. B. Wright, D. 
Burkhalter, H. J. Small of Sacramento 
and M. W. Cooley of Rocklin, came 
up to see it and witness a test to be 
made with it. Tuesday forenoon the 
new machine, ahead of §ve engines, 
went to plow out the siding at Strong’s 


Canyon. Only one engine, however, 
was used in the work. Fine work was 
done, and in an hour’s time after com- 
mencing the entire siding, a quarter of 
a mile long, had been cleared of snow, 
and behind it the rail was left as neat 
as in the summer. Had it not been 
for the water foaming in the boiler the 
work would have been done in less 
than half the time; besides, the ma- 
chinery was -new and stiff. Those 
who viewed the work are highly 
pleased with the new machine, and 
speak enthusiastically in its praise. 
The new plow is built on the same 
principle as the rotary—not the cy- 
clone—only that it is larger and 
stronger in every way. The ‘cutting 
blades are. longer and made on a 
slightly different pattern, and the front 
is higher. There is also a flanging 
attachment that cleans out the snow 
nearly to the ties, leaving a beautiful 
track, It is now proposed to have it 
go over and shovel out the Cascade 
siding, from which the cyclone plow 
has been unable to remove the snow, 
which is sixteen feet deep. 
The Wrecked Locomotives. 

The Truckee Republican of the 20th 
inst. says: The three locomotives 
that went over a sixty-foot bank near 
Cape Horn Mills, on the Central Pa- 


cific road, some weeks ago, have not 

yet been recovered, but carloads of 
ont cinders are being brought up from 
the shops at Sacramento to be used as 
a bedding to support the necessary 
apparatus for handling the engines, as 
the ground is so full of water that no

How Many Ladies Make a Living 
for Themselves.

4 Large Business Built Up in the Making 
 Mince-Meat and Plum Pudding— 
Home-Made Bread an Article 
Always in Demand, 
¥ The hosts of women who flock to the 
cities without employment or. the 
definite promise of positions,’ hoping -to 
achieve at once fame and fortune in the 
busy whirl, should take warning by the 
almost hopeless struggle of thousands 
of their predecessors, says the New 
York Mail and Express, and look for ex- 
ample rather to such instances Of suc- 
cess at home as are afforded by workers 
like Mrs. Thomas S. Taylor, of Plain- 
field, N. J., who has built up a large 
business in the making of mince-meat 
and plum puddings. The details of Mrs. 
Taylor’s success are not commonly 
known. She is a daughter-in-law of the 
popular Dr. Taylor, late of Grace 
Church, and asin the case of so many 
women there was a family home but not 
sufficientincome. Her next-door neigh- 
bor was the late Mrs. Helen Nitsch, bet- 
ter known by her nom de plume of 
“Catherine Owen,” who gave her the 
sensible advice that she put her culinary 
skill to some account in money making. 

“T’ll give you a famous plum-pudding 
recipe,” said Mrs. Nitsch, ‘‘and you have 
your own mince-meat formula; the mar- 
ket, if the things are good, won't be long 
in appearing.” 

Mrs. Taylor went among her old 
friends in Grace parish explaining her 
project. The holidays were coming, 
and she took $40 worth of orders as a re- 
sultof her first day’s expedition. All 
days, of course, were not as prosperous, 
but among the neighbors and towns- 
people her wares grew indemand. By 
and by the Plainfield grocer began to 
keep them, and now there are several 
groceries in New York where they are 
also on sale, Mrs. Taylor has as much 
as she can attend to, and all without the 
necessity of leaving her home. 

Often it needs but.the courage to try, 
and results are. won in some similar 
field. ‘The women all over the country 
who are asking themselves almost hope- 
lessly: ‘‘What can I do that will not 
take me away from my'‘little ones?” 
might take couragé 1f they knew of the 
efforts of other home workers whose 
‘successes are real if not large or spec- 
tacular enough. to receive much public 
mention. Here is an instance which 
has come under my notice in Brooklyn: 
A woman, much of whose time is occu- 
pied in the care ofa number of children, 
was looking about in quest of some- 
thing that might bring in money. 
A neighbor urged her to make bread, 
her loaves being famous in the 
circle which had tasted their sweetness 
and lightness, to add a syllable to a 
phrase. This neighbor agreed to take a 
loaf every day, and three or four other 
families were found ready to enter into 
the arrangement. With a market for 
perhaps half a dozen loaves assured the 
experiment wasquickly under way, with 
no very sanguine expectations cf sue 
cess, but in default of any better plau 
This was about eight or ten months azo, 
and without any very strenuous efforts 
to push the business, it has grown to 
about the limits prescribed -by the 
plucky baker’s time and the capacities 
of an ordinary range oven. | 

Twenty-five loaves is about the aver- 
age daily baking and sometimes these 
are too few to supply the demand. The 
bread is mixed in several batches, and 
the ovenis kept hot until all are out of 
the way. Two sizes of loaves are sup- 
plied, selling at six and ten cents re- 
spectively. The bread is weighed to 
keep thé loaf of standard measure, ac- 
cording to the usual custom at bakeries. 
Monday has proved the poorest day in 
the week for bread selling, but good 
sales are to be counted on for Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays. The average 
profit is about four dollars per week 
clear. No fortune certainly, but there 
are thousands of women whose skies 
would be brighter if they could see a 
way to add that amount regularly to 
their incomes. 

Two other young married women make 
candies for sale in a country village.
